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Information about plans of invasion of Cuba 


203 — Wednesday — 19hs00 — I am informed that an expeditionary force is 
being prepared at a training camp in the United States of America to invade this country. 
The force is composed of Cubans — former supporters of Fidel Castro who are now 
separated. Such an invasion would be commanded by ex-Colonel Barquim (sic), a 
military leader who led a mutiny against Batista in 1956 and who up until recently 
occupied a Cuban post in Europe. The invasion would take place, according to some, 
during the meeting of the Chancellors and, according to others, after the meeting, in case 
efficient measures against Communism in Cuba were not taken during the meeting. 
According to information I possess, the invading forces will count on air support, since 
the pilots of the revolutionary Air Force are almost all in exile. According to my 
informant, the officials of the invasion division will unite with the forces that are already 
subverting the regime in the Sierra Maestra, in Oriente Province, and in the Sierra 
Escambray, in the Province of Las Villas. In the latter, it appears there is a considerable 
group of ex-members of the rebel army, all committed revolutionaries, but strong 
opponents of communism. The name of Barquin, tied to the leadership, as well as some 
other important revolutionaries that bear influence over numerous current soldiers and 
over the remains of the regular army, which was made extinct by the revolution, is a 
guarantee of the legitimacy of this operation. Given the veracity of this information, and 
taking into account the reigning climate of dissatisfaction, that will incite supporters 
among the residents of the island, the Government of Fidel Castro might see itself faced 
with an extremely difficult situation. It is certain, however, the undeniable disposition of 
the men of the Government to not surrender authority without a violent reaction that 
could reach a culmination of brutality with bloodshed.
